Against this system of national su- 
premacy, anti-christian and immoral, 
we protest. in the name of Christen- 
dom. There is a unity higher than 
the unity of any nation, in which the 
welfare of all nations *is bound up: 
the unity of the Christian world. The 
maintenance of this unity, in its head 
and centre, in its order and laws of 
national justice and co-operation, is 
the highest interest of al! nations, and 
the guarantee of their reciprocal du- 
ties and rights.

Rochambeau’s Orders Recalled 

“The wording of the part about our 
integral army is str y similar to 
the orders to an expedition which was 
not dispatched by erica to France, 
but by France to America in another 
day. When Rochambeau departed for 
America with his army to aid the 
American colonists in our Revolution, 
he bore these instructions from the 
Prince de Montbarey: 

“*His Majesty desires and orders 


‘the Sieur Comte de Rochambeau to 


hold, so far as circumstances may per- 
mit, the Corps of French troops, of 
which His Majesty has confirmed the 
command to him, assemb! in one 
corps, and upon occasion to represent 
to General Washington, generalissimo 
of the troops of Congress, and under 
whose orders the French troops must 
servp, that the King’s wishes are that 
thera._shall be no dispersion of the 
French troops and that they shall al- 
ways serve as an army corps and 
undér French Generals, except in the 
case of temporary detachments which 
should rejoin within a few days to the 
principal corps.’ 

“The King of France was of no mind 
to have his troops scattered so that 
could recall them in case the 
American Revolution failed, or in case 
of a turn of political events which 
made it no longer politically wise that 
they should continue as allies of 
Washington's army.” 

Text of Pershing’s Orders 

The text of the order which General 
Kernan composed is as follows: 

“From: Secretary of War, 


he 


lo Major-General John J. Per- 
shing, U. S. Army. 

“Subject: Command, authority and 
duties in Europe. 


President directs me to com- 
municate to you the following: 

“1. The President designates you 
to command all the land forces of the 
United States operating in continental 
Europe and in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, including 
any part of the Marine Corps which 
may be detached for service there with 
the army. From your command are 
excepted the Military Attaches and 
others of the Army who may be on 
duty directly with our several em- 


bassies. 

“2. You will proceed with ‘e~ 
staff to Europe. Upon arrival in 
Great Britain, France or any other of 
the countries at war with the Imperial 
German Government, you will at once 
place yourself in communication with 
the American Embassy and through 
its agency with the authorities of any 
country to which the forces of the 
United States may be sent. 

“8. You are invested with 
authority and duties devolved by the 
laws, regulations, orders and customs 
of the United States upon the com- 
mander of an army in the field in time 
of war and with the authority and 
duties in like manner devolved upon 
the department commanders in peace 
and war, including the special authori- 
ties and duties assigned to the com- 
mander of the Philippines Department 
in so far as the same are applicable 
to the particular circumstances at 
your command. 

“4. You will establish, after con- 
sultation with the French War Office, 
all necessary bases, lines of communi- 
cation, depots, etc., and make all the 
incidental arrangements essential to 
active participation at the front. 
Identity Must Be Preserved 

In military operations against 
the Imperial German Government you 
are directed to co-operate with the 
forces of the other countries employed 
against that enemy; but in so doing 
the underlying idea must be kept in 
view that the forces of the United 
States are a separate and distinct 
component of the combined forces, the 
identity of which must be preserved 
This fundamental rule is subject to 
such minor exceptions in particular 
circumstances as your judgment may 
approve. The action is confided t« 
you, and you will exercise full discre- 
tion in determining the manner of 
co-operation. But, until the forces of 
United States are in your judg

Beaune in Burgundy at the age of 
sixty-seven years. His conversion to, 
Catholicism about thirty years ago 
caused a great stir. 
| Adolphe Rette passed his childhood | 
in Belgium where his grandfather was 
rector of the University of Liege. Re- 
turning to France the child was placed 
in the College of Montbeliard where 
the Puritanical tenchinas of the Prot- 
estant educators fied him and 


threw him into scepticism. This was’ 
his own explanation.

It happened that in the course of a) 
lecture he was giving some Socialist | 
laborers questioned him about the 
probable origin of the world.

Struck by the injustice of | 
certain speeches demanded by his 
associates, and sometimes shocked by 
‘their conduct, he was tortured by men- 
tal suffering, and reached the point 
where he contemplated suicide. He | 
happened to speak of this to that ex- | 
cellent poet, Francois Coppee, and the | 
latter then told him that he had found 
peace upon his return to the Catholic 
faith, advising him to consult a cer- 
tain priest, Abbe Motet of St. Sulpice. | 
It was this Sulpician who comforted 


of his soul. 

In June, 1907, Rette announced pub- 
licly his conversion. He tells of it in| 
a work entitled “Du Diable a Dieu”! 
(From thé Devil to God). At first! 
part of the literary world remained 
sceptical, This, however, failed to) 
change the attitude or persistence | 
with which from that day Rette con- 
secrated his pen to the glory of God, 
the praise of the saints and to the 
apostolate. His work, “Du Diable a 
Dieu,” is said to have caused more 
than one conversion. 
|} From 1908 until his death, Adolphe 
|Rette produced twenty new works— 
notably: “A Sojourn at Lourdes,” “In 
the Light of Ars,” “St. Margaret 
Mary,” “The Interior Sun,” “The 
‘House in Order,” “The Rubies of the 
\Chalice,” “The Prayer of Silence’’— 
meditations on pilgrimages, lives of 
the saints, works of literary criticism 
and the like. 

He refused to authorize new editions 
of the works he had composed before 
his conversion, 

In the last days of his life Rette 
knew illness, physical suffering and 
poverty, but he gave without weaken- 
ing an example of courage, humility 
and Christian resignation.

The priest gently gathers the 
excess moisture from the head 
of the child baptized, and pro- 
ceeds to anoint the crown of the 


head with chrism. Oil has ever 
been an outward sign of con- 
secration to a holy service. Thus, 
the members of the Catholic 
Church are solemnly consecrat- 
ed to God. Of the baptized and 
anointed it may be said in the 
words of St. Peter; “You are a 
chosen people, a holy nation.” 

A white garment is then plac- 
ed on the child to indicate spot- 
less innocence. When presenting 
this garment, the priest uses 
these words: “Receive this white 
garment and see thou carry it 
without stain before the judg- 
ment-seat of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that thou mayest have 
eternal life.”” This is the wedding 
garment we must wear at the 
coming of the Lord for the eter- 
nal nuptials. 

A lighted candle iis then plac- 
ed in the hand of the Sponsor, 
and the priest says; “‘Receive 
this burning light and keep thy 
haptism as to be without 
blame; keep the commandments 
of God, that when the Lord shall 
come to the nuptials thou mayest 
meet Him in the company of all 
the Saints in the Heavenly 
Court, and have eternal life and 
live forever and ever.” The light- 
ed eandle is the emblem of the 
light of Faith. “So let your light 
shine before men that they may 
see your good works and glorify 
your Father Who is in Heaven.”
